— 7] H E Kings Maieſtie perceiuing the generall commoditie which 


8 N\|| would growe tothis Citie, if the vſe of building with Bꝛicks, in and about 
IJ a 7 the ſaid Citie and Suburbs thereof, were moze pzactiſed and put in vle, 
) and Timber pꝛeſerued and ſpared, which by great waſte and vnneteſſary 

l expente thereof, is growen very ſcant within this Realme : And chiefely 

alſo obſeruing, how much it would grace and beautifie His Citie of London, 
being the pꝛintipall place ofthis Kingdome, foz the reſozteand entertame⸗ 
ment ok foꝛreine Pꝛintes, States, and Ambaſſadours, which vpon ſeue⸗ 

rall and diuers ottaſions, doe from time to time come into this Realme, i the foꝛeparts oz foꝛekronts 
of the houſes of this Citie and Suburbs thereof , bending and looking towards the ſtreets, were all 
buillded with Bzicke. The ſaid building with Bzicke being allo (as experience daily pꝛooueth) both 
moꝛe durable, and moze ſafe and defenſable againſt fire, and of little moꝛe charge then the building 
with Timber: Doeth therefoze ſtraitly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all perſons whomſoeuer, that they 
noꝛ any of them ſhall.oz doe at any time, after the firſt day of Auguſt next comming, build erett, oꝛ ſet 
vp, oꝛ tauſe to be builded, eretted, oꝛ ſet vp, any Honſe, Habitation, oꝛ Shoppe, oz whole Stozy , ot any 
building ioyning vpon any ſtreete oꝛ ſtreetes of the Citie of Tondon, oꝛ the Libertiesoz Suburbs 
thereof either in oꝛ vpon any ground oz place, where no houſe oz habitation, oz foundation of Houſe oz 
habitation heretofoze hath beene, oꝛ in oꝛ vpon any olde oznewe foundation whatioener : Exceptthe 


ſaidHouſe, Habitation, Shop, oꝛ Stoꝛp, ſo tobe builded as is afozeſaid, oꝛ at the leaſt the foꝛefronts o: 
fozepart thercok, bending and iooning into the ſaide ſtreete oz ſtreetes be wholy built of Bꝛicke, oꝛ ot 


W2icke and Stone, oꝛ one of them, vpon paine of his Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and of ſuch paines 
penalties and impꝛilonments, as bythe lawes of this Nealme tan oꝛ may be inflicted vpon the offen⸗ 
doꝛs therein, foꝛ their contempt and diſobediente in that behalfe. 

And his Maieſtie docth alſo foꝛbid all Carpenters, Tabourers, and Wozkemen whatloeuer That 
they noꝛ any of them doe attempt oꝛ dot any Labour oꝛ Woꝛke, in. oꝛ about the Building oz ſetting vp 
of an houſes within the laid Citie and plates afoꝛeſaid, contrary to this his Highneſſe Pzoclamation, 
vpon paine of ſuch puniſhment and impaiſonment, as by the Lawes of this Realine may oꝛ can bee 
inflicted vpon them in that behalfe. And his Maicſtie docth alſo commaund the Toꝛd Mato: and 
Aldermen of London,andall his Maieſties Juſtices of Peace, hauing authoꝛity within the ſaid City 
oꝛ the places afoꝛeſaid, That they, and euer of them reſpectiuelp doe cauſe this his Maieſties Com⸗ 
mandement to bee ſtrictly oblerued, and duely executed, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ and true meaning 
hercot, without delay, 

Pꝛouided alwapes neuertheleſſe, and his Maieſties plealurets, That this his Highneſſe Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, oꝛ any thing therein tonteined, ſhal not extend to any Houſes, Habitations, Shops, oz Stozies 
of buildings, which from and after the ſayd firſt day of Auguſt next comming, ſhall happen to be buit- 
ded oꝛ erected in any Alley oz Alleys, oꝛ other ſo obſcure # meane a Lane, as is not fit fo ſuch building.
